of the Jarrett E5 Essay 


In Vol. VII, No. 5, our June issue of 
1944 we published a reproduction of a 
Canada Essay, listed in Jarrett’s 1929 
book as Е5, with the query: “Can 
anyone tell us who the man pictured 
thereon might be? The January, 
1946, Vol 8, No. 1, of “The Essay 
Proof Journal, N.Y.C., with Clarence 
W. Brazer, Editor, pops up with the 
answer. We reproduce it below, with 
kind permission of Editor Brazer. 
(Ineidently “Тһе Essay Proof Jour- 
nal", besides its interest to us, is the 
best and neatest philatelic publication 
coming to this office.) 





The RP. article: 


The “Colony of Canada" Essay" 

The gentleman's portrait on the 
“Colony of Canada" one penny essay 
IbE-A illustrated in Journal No. ©, 
p. 105 has long been unknown апа 
philatelists have wondered whom he 
might be. It very closely resembles a 
portrait of Sanford Fleming made 
about 1858 as published in “Sanford 
Fleming—Empire Builder” by J. 
Lawrence Burpee, Oxford University 
Press, 1915. The essay portrait is of 
a slightly younger man which would 
correspond with the 1851 date gener- 
ally attributed to this essay, though 
the date may be later. Jacques Cart- 
ier was depicted on the Canada 1855 
10 pence blue stamp, so possibly there 
was then no rule against portraits of 
others than the royal family on 
postage stamps (as there was later) 
without royal permission. 

Both portraits are from the same 
angle of view. The main difference 
is that the 1858 portrait has side 
whiskers that are missing in the 
younger portrait on the essay. The 
hair on the essay is wavy while in 
the 1858 portrait it is curly. How- 
ever, the moustache, beard, forehead, 
eyes, nose, ear and even the style of 
necktie are similar. The necktie on 
the essay is dark while in the 1858 
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Sanford Fleming, about 1858.

portrait it is light. 

Sanford Fleming, surveyor and 
engineer, designed the 1851 3p essay 
1E-A as adopted for the beaver 
stamp and also a one shilling essay 
3E-A not adopted. These were illus- 
trated in Journal No. 5, p. 18. 

Possibly the engraving firm that 
submitted the essay suggested thus 
honoring “the empire builder.”

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CANADA’S FIRST PUBLIC 
AUCTION 


The May 16-18 public auction sale, 
held by Sissons & Weggs, at the 
Hotel Royal York, Toronto, May 
16-18, realized approximately $40,000. 
This was the first public auction sale 
of stamps in Canada and the bidders 
at the sale, about 200 in number, can 
point out they were present when 
Canadian philately had a red letter 
day. Collectors as well as dealers will 
profit from the fact that stamps were 
well-sold in Canada. | 

Prices ranged high for British 
North American stamps, as well as 
stamps of the United States, the lat- 
ter bringing U.S. prices; that is 
equal to prices had in the United 
States for similar material. 

Sissons and Weggs report they had 
about 600 bid sheets, from the Сап- 
adian and United States collectors 
(and dealers) who responded to a 
well-done auction catalogue. A re- 
sume of the sale will be printed later 
and will be commented upon in this 
paper. 

During the three-day session Jim 
Sissons entertained the members of 
the Toronto Stamp Club at a dinner, 
and Leslie Davenport was host to a 
dinner attended by the members of 
Canadian Dealers’ Society. This din- 
ner was part of the regular meeting 
of the dealers’ society, an brief re- 
marks were made by Gregory Moz- 
ian, who officiated at the Sissons- 
Weggs auction; Paul Wise, a New 
York dealer, Dr. Holmes, of the

The auction sale, and its social 
events, was more like a stamp col- 
lectors convention than a striet busi- 
ness affair, and was attended by col- 
lectors from Montreal and other 
places in Canada, as well as collect- 
ors from Buffalo, N.Y., Chicago, and 
other places in the United States.

record price $70, cat. val. $50, a used copy 
$35 ($17.50), used block $190. Later Canada 
sold extremely well, particularly early 
Georges. Sinyle mint Parliament record 
$13.50. "United States very fine to superb 
sold from 50 per cent over catalogue to 
double catalogue. Great Britain superb 1d 
black on cover, 2nd day of issue $85.00, 
cat. val. $5.00; £1 mint Postal Conpress $26 
($14); New Brunswick 3d on cover $49 ($20) 
3d used $45 ($35); rare combination cover 
with 17c value $290; the Connell stamp 
$350. Imperf. Nova Scotia's fine copies sold 
well over catalogue, a 6d tied to cover 
$140 ($75); an 815c tied to choice cover 
$107.50, purchased by Fred Jarrett. New- 
foundland pence issues were ‘bought at 
good prices, Airmails sold well; also rev- 
enues and stationery. The success of the 
sale encourages the sponsors to arrange for 
a fall auction in September.

vice than the Federal Government 
extended. The great impetus in U.S.
